Stocks first hop up, then fall 
down; the people, as, a whole, do not 
know what it is ail about', and the capi¬ 
talists and the lawmakers know just as 
UttTo as tho people.

About the actual inside workings of 
money we know as little as we do about 
the nature of electricity. 

But with money, as with electricity, 
wo can watch EFFECTS PRODUCED; 
we can know where the power is and ap¬ 
ply it where it Is needed. 

We know about money that the lack 
of it is a curse preventing development. 
And an oversuppiy of it, artificially 
made, is a worse curse, causing paralysis 
and panic. 

And timidity in the minds of monoy 
owners, howevor inspired, causes hoard¬ 
ing and chillsAhc business world. 


.; We know that money is to commerce, 
industry', and manufactures and to mate¬ 
rial development what water is to the 
crops and knowledge to tho mind. 

We. know that the world of finance is 
the feeding ground of the most cunning, 
useless and pitiless sharks that the human 
race develops, from the pawnbroker who 
charges a sick mother twenty-five per 
cent for a loan on her baby’s clothing, to 
the eminently respectable banking firm 
that charges a sick railroad in such a 
fashion as to put It in bankruptcy. 

We know that we have. In this country 
more than twenty thousand different 
bankers, every one of them a middleman 
PRODUCING nothing. 

Every bank means that there is a 
president of a bank, an intelligent man, 
who spends his days shaving notes, PRO¬ 
DUCING nothing. 

A cashier and assistant cashier, a vice- 
president perhaps, tellers of different 
kinds, aro all NON-PRODUCERS. 

■The farmers who do produce wealth 
and create it pay an average of. eight per 
cent for tho money they, borrow—which 
is criminal usury, 

And business men aro bled most *c- 
vercly when their needs are greatest. 

And when money is needed .to move 
the crops it cannot be had in sufficient 
amounts, although ,it is lying idle, piled 
up in vaults. 

And our stupid banking system com¬ 
pels every bank to keep stored away, UN¬ 
USED, a great part of Its golden machin¬ 
ery thnt ought to be at work—which 
means that hundreds of millions lie idle 
all the time. A' system compelling a 
farmer to keep in bis barn three mules 
doing nothing, for six mules on the road, 
would be no more stupid than our bank 
reserve system. 

* * t 

The new system, the new financial 


egg which Is laid by tho Democratic hen, 
is a complicated attempt to solve the un- 
solvablc, a feeble sort of ah effort to check 
the hopeless private bank system, com¬ 
bined with the equally foolish effort to 
lift one’s self by the boot straps. 

The banks arc to loan money on what 
Is called good security. And thnt good se¬ 
curity is the banks’ assets. And the banks’ 
assets are chiefly WHAT PEOPLE OWE 
THE BANKS. 

Therefore, we call it the public debt, 
an asset, and loan money on DEBT, in¬ 
stead of calling actual property an asset 
and loaning money on actual property.

What is going to be done In the long 
run? “Nor you, nor I, nor nobody 
knows,” as the children used to sing. 

But this mdeh Is certain:- 
A WAY WILL BE FOUND IN THE 
END TO ENABLE THE GOVERNMENT 
TO LOAN DIRECTLY TO THE CITI¬ 
ZENS, NOT LENDING TO THEM, 
THROUGH BANKS, ON THEIR DEBTS, 
BUT DIRECT ON TIIEIU PROPERTY. 

The Government is dcBlined to be 
more and moro a central pool of wealth, 
toward which tho country’s money will 
flow, and from which It must bo pumped 
back again into the pockets of the people. 

Tho parcels post, which, will be intelli¬ 
gently and usefully developed eventually, 
will ppur its tens and hundreds of mill¬ 
ions Mmually Into the Government pock- 
etbook, giving (o the Government all the 
vast revenues that the private express- 
companies have collected—and more. 

And the postal banking system, which 
will also be popularly developed in such a 
way as to make the total deposits amount 
to hundreds of millions, will put vast cap¬ 
ital in Government hands. 

Before any of us arc very much older 
Government ownership of public monop¬ 
olies (railroads, telegraphs, and telephones 


cclally) will bring othet hundreds tot 
millions Into, the national goldcn ho'oh-] , 
and nil thnt must bo pumped out again and 
scattered wisely, just sb water that keeptr! 
running back to the ocean is 1 taken up by - 
the sun’s rays and scattered in clouds and , 
dropped upon tho soil again. j

The Government to-day scatters its 
money In this way; > ' , 

It gives flic money to private bankers, 1 
estimable gentlemen'individually, nuf po-. . 
Iite and “legal” usurers in reality. 

The bunker owns a Governmenthondii 
upon which the Government pays, him * 
three or four per cent. And against thlf. 
bond which pays him interest the Govern", 
ment permits him to Issue curreneywhich 
is REAL MONEY. And the banker loans' 
fids currency to tho business man for five, ' 'S 
or six per cent, and to thefarnter for- ■ v 
eight or ten or twelve per Ceht. 80 th(tf, 
lie gets three or four per cent rfpm the; 
Government ort his own money invested; - 
In bonds, and at the same time he-gets 
from the Government the right to dupli- ; 
cate the bonds in the shape of currency 
and to loan it out at usurious rates to the 
public.

It may not be possible for the mind of • 
man to understand mohey and its mean¬ 
ing. But the mind of man', which Is rtdt; 
able to Understand electricity, is at least 
able to USE it intelligently. ‘ 

And man will eventually use money 
intelligently, and the people will borrow 
from the Government (that is to say, from ; 
themselves direct) at a fair rate of Interest, 
and get away from the system of twenty- 
odd thousand bankers, each one person¬ 
ally a very honest, estimable bloodsucker, 
getting all the interest and profit possible 
In times of prosperity, and first to yeli 
murdor and shut his front door In times 
of panic. 

We don’t know anything about elec-, 
tricity, but we know how to get it out of , 
Niagara- Falls and send it Where it is .1 
needed. 

We don’t know anything aboutmoney.SjI'Si; 
But wo OUGHT to know enough to ge' '* 
out of the central pool of credit and 
which Is the Government, and ;sej 
where it is needed.

Tbe priest, seeing that the Marshal, who was 
eighty year* old, was much older (ban hlmSelf. 
dfd not wish to go first, but. bowing with equal 
politeness, said: 

"After you, Monsieur lo MarechaU" . 

After they had exchanged courtesies for 
some minutes the jailor Interfered, pushed tho •; 
priest Into tho cart and said to tho Marshal; • 
"Stand back, old Marshal; there Is no room 
(or you to day." '
